TKLEGKAPHIC NOTES. 


THE AHM.Y REORGANIZATION BILt, 


The army reorganization bill has 


been completed by the House Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs. Some changes 
were made in the original bill. The 
section authorizing the President to 
recruit the skeleton regiments in time 
of war was made more specific by 
limiting such authorization to a time 
of actual hostilities after a declaration 
of war had been made. A section was 
added providing that nothing in the 
Act should be construed as authoriz- 
ing the increase of the enlisted force of 
the army in time of peace. The sec- 
tion empowering the President to 
authorize each regiment to draw its 
recruits from such State or States as 
he might designate was amended by 
providing that each State should be 
entitled to furnish its quota before re- 
cruits should be drawn from desig- 
nated States. 


It is thought that -a special rule will 


be adopted to prevent extended debate 
on the bill and action will be taken on 
the matter at the earliest possible 
moment. 


The bill as introduced 
gives the 


President absolute authority to call 
out the militia without waiting for the 
Governor to act. This feature may be 
antagonized in the House, as in cases' 
of strikes like that t,t 1894 on the rail- 
roads, and last year in the coal mines, 
the President could call out the militia 
without as much as saying, by your 
leave, to the Governors of the Stales ID 
which tue trouble existed. It is not 
probable that members of Congress, 
who sympathize with labor movements, 
would favor such a meisuro witbou* 
having its purport explained and to 
prevent debate oy such members the 
bill may be rushed through under a 
special rule. 


AMERICAN OFFICE KS 
TO ORGAN- 


IZE 1UK CUBANS. 


It is reported from Washington that 


the War Department has prepared a 
detailed plan which provides for "dis- 
patching to Cuba, at the flr«t sign of 
war, twenty-five officers of the United 
States army to take service with the 
Cuban insurgents." The officers who 
will comprise this detail have been 
selected and ate now prepared to start 
at a moments notice. Their mission 
will be to organize the Cuban forces 
nnder the American Standard. 


As there are now, in the opinion cf 


very many people, "unmistakable signs 
of war" it IB strange, if the report is 
true, that the officers are not now on 
their way to Cuba. Though there are 
active preparations for war the Span- 
iards can purchase arms and munitions 
of war in the United States and take 
them without interference by onr Gov- 
ernment in their own or any other 
vessels they may engage for the pur- 
pose. Thu Government with all its 
pretended friendship for the Cubans, 
will not permit them to take a gun or 
a pound of powder out of the country. 
Neither the President nor Congress 
wil! recognize the Cubans as belliger- 
ent?, and it is not probable, under such 
circumstances, that the Administration 
has selected aimy officers to go to 
Cuba and 
organize the insurgents 


under the Amoricau Standard. 


The Spanish torpedo flotilla baa left 


the Canaries for Porta Rica, Cuba, and 
the armored cruisers Brooklyn and 
New York have bean ordered to be 
ready to start for Porta Rica at a mo- 
ment's notice. - 
--—T- 


Seeretai-y Long of the War Depart- 


ment has telegraphed orders to all re- 
cruiting officers to enlist men without 
limit, waiving all qualifications except 
sound constitution and good health. 
Foni thousand men are wanted within 
the next ten days. 


Lieutenant Burke one of the oldest 


police officers of San Francisco was fat- 
ally shot on Wednesday while attempt- 
ing to arrest Theodore P. Haynes. The 
latter stood off thirty police officers for 
a short time or until he was brought 
down by a charge of shot. 


Six of too most'efflcient vessels of 


the light house service have been trans- 
ferred to the naval service. Owing to 
the illness of Admiral Sicard Captain 
Sampson has been ordered to relieve 
him and ia now in command of the 
Key West squadron. 


Hurry orders have been issued to the 


cruisers Minneapolis and Columbia to 
go to Hampton roads aa quickly as 
possible. Minister Wood ford baa been 
notified to protest vigorously against 
the action of the Spanisa Government. 
This movement it is said will destroy 
the last chance of a peaceful solution 
of the Cuban question. 


Captain Sigsbee and the officers of 


the Maine have been ordered home and 
Consul General Lee, who is at Key 
Weat, has been ordered to remain 
there. Thib is looked upon as most 
significant. 
Captain 
Sigsbee asked 


permission to blow up the Maine in 
Havana harbor, but Captain-General 
Blanco refused the request. 


Arthur Jonea a young machinist of 


the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, 
was wavlaid by Nellie and Lillie Baker, 
sisters in that city, on Wednesday night 
and given a cowhiding. It is claimed 
that Jones bad abused the girls and 
spoke slightingly of them. Three hun- 
dred factory bands witnessed the chas- 
tiaemevt, but not one raised a band in 
Jones' defense. 


The findings of the Maine Board of 


Inqniry was expected to arrive at 
Washington by ppecial train at a late 
honr last night. Congress iff expecting 
at any moment to receive the Cuban 
correspondence from President Mo 
Kinley.

An Ex-Clerk Who Joined the Fierce Sea 


Borers of the Spanish Main. 


"The Buccaneers of Our Coast" is the 


title of a series of narrative sketches 
that Frank B. Stockton is writing for 
St. Nicholas. In speaking of John Es- 
quemeling, who joined the buccaneers 
and became their historian, Mr. Stock- 
ton says: 


It must have been a strange thing for 


a man accustomed to pens and ink, to 
yardsticks and scales, to offer to enroll 
himself in a company of bloody, big. 
bearded pirates, but a man must eatj 
and buccaneering was the only profes-1 lenoe 
sion open to our ex-clerk. For some rea- 
son or other, certainly not on account of 
his bravery and daring, Esquemeling 
was very well received by the pirates of 
Tortuga. Perhaps they liked him be- 
cause he was a mild mannered man and! 
so different from themselves. 


As for Esqnemeling himself, he soon 


uame to entertain the highest opinions 
of his pirate companions. He looked 
upon the buccaneers who had distin- 
guished themselves as great heroes, and 
it must have been extremely gratifying 
to those savage fellows to tell Esqne- 
meling all the wonderful things they 
had done. 
Esquemeling might have 


earned a salary as a listener. 


It was not long before his intense ad- 


miration of the buccaneers and their per- 
formances began to produce in him the 
feeling that these great exploits should 
not be lost to the world, and so he set 
about writing their lives and adventures. 


He remained with the pirates for sev- 


eral years and during that time worked 
very industriously getting together ma- 
terial for his history. Whenhe returned 
to his own country in 1673, he there 
completed a book which he called "The 
Buccaneers of America; or, The True 
Account of the Most Remarkable As- 
saults Committed of Late Years Upon, 
the Coasts of the West Indies by the 
Buccaneers, etc. By John Esquemeling, 
One of the Buccaneers, Who Was Pres- 
ent at Those Tragedies." 


From this title it is probable that in 


the capacity of reporter our literary pi- 
rate accompanied his comrades on their 
various voyages and assaults, and al- 
though he states he was present at many 
of "those tragedies" he makes no refer- 
ence to any deeds of valor or cruelty 
performed by himself, which shows him 
to have been a wonderfully conscien- 
tious historian There are persons, how- 
ever, v.'lio doubt his impartiality, be- 
canso, FS he liked the French, he al- 
vinya pave the pirates of that nationality 
the crulit tor most of the bravery dis- 
played on their expeditions, and all of 
tho n rpnruiuiity aiid courtesy, if there 
Lnijpc!!tci to be auy, while the surliness, 
brutality and extraordinary wickedness 
wore all asciibtu to tho English.

Plaited Material Much Worn. 


A great deal of plaited material , is

On a gown of gray panne satin 
a queerly cut jacket bodice has a shawl 
collar and straight revers that fall in a 
point below the waist, faced with plait- 
ed violet cloth.

Plaited velyet sounds 
heavy, but it is possible, and some of 
the velvet used this year is extremely 
light in weight. One sees small yokes 
and chokers of one piece of velvet, with 
the plaits running up and down. The 
usual finish is loops of ribbifc and 
inousseline de soie in the back. 


Is not this an odd gown, perhaps 


more original than pretty? The skirt is 
of gold colored moire, cut with a short 
train. Over this is a sort of tunic of 
ecru guipure, mounted over black satin 
that slopes away, polonaise fashion, in 
front and is about half as long as the 
skirt behind. About the waist is a broad 
sash of black monsaeline de soie, with 
tiny ruchings trimming the square bow. 
The sleeves and square yoke are of 
shirred and ruffled monsBeline de soie. 
Lace caps fall over the sleeves, and lace 
ruffles trim these at tbe wrists. There 
is nothing to forbid the tunic being 
worn with a skirt of any color, but the 
old gold moire is most effective with 
the black and ecru.— Paris Correspond- 
ence.

How a Cl.nmcleou Changes Color. 


Tho chameleon is a little lizard who 


possesses the wonderful power of chang 
mg bis color to suit his own conven- 
ience 
Finiielu produces several species 


of these lizards in abundance. This is 
the process by vhich the little lizard 
effects his changes- 


Certain colors through the medium of 


the optic nerve produce a contraction or 
expansion of the pigment or color cells 
The result is a protective tint or one 
which resembles that upon which the 
animal is routing 
Tho eye receives the 


stimulus or impression, which passes 
from tho optic nervo to the sympathetic 
nerve, so reaching the various series of 
the lizard's little color cells under the 
skin. 


The pigment cells are distributed all 


over the body with more or less regular- 
ity, aiid upon their contraction and ex- 
pansion depends the prevailing color of 
the animal 


The scientist discovered this by blind- 


folding a lizard and found that when it 
could not seo the color of the surround- 
ing foliage it ceased to change its own 
color —St.. Louis Eepublio.

suffrage that he has prepared a circular 
letter iu answer, as follows: 


When the question was submitted in 


Colorado, I supported and voted for the 
proposition as a. question of abstract 
right, as every fair man must admit, 
when the question comes to him, that a 
woman has., the same right of suffrage 
as a man; In advocating suffrage you 
need no platform but right and justice. 
Those who will not accept it upon that 
ground will not be persuaded though 
one rose from the dead. 


I will, however, add that not even 


the most virulent! enemy of woman suf- 
frage can prove that any harm has come 
from the experiment. The test in Colo- 
rado is still too new to expect a unani- 
mous verdict, yet all fair minded ob- 
servers are justified in predicting a 
higher standard 'of moral and of polit- 
ical life as a result ol1 woman suffrage.
